EEE Mosquitoes Still a Threat in 

Southeastern Massachusetts

The state completed the third aerial spraying 
for the summer on the evening of Monday, August 
20 in order to fend off harmful mosquitoes that could 
potentially be carrying the deadly EEE Virus as well as 
other illnesses. Monday's spraying focused on the city of 
New Bedford's North End. 

The area was sprayed during the hours of 8:00 
to 11:00 pm and all residents were urged to stay indoors, 
close their windows and keep pets inside during the 
process. The spraying was conducted a week after the 
city's EEE Virus mosquito threat was elevated to "High." 

Since the beginning of the summer, there 
have been 110 EEE-positive mosquito pools found in 
southeastern Massachusetts. The majority of the virus- 
ridden insects have been detected in Easton. Fortunately, 
none have been detected in the Tri-Town region of 
Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester. 

Last Monday, August 13, the second aerial 
spray of the summer was conducted in the towns of

Bridgewater, Easton, Norton, Raynham, Taunton and 
West Bridgewater. At the end of July, Acushnet, Berkley, 
Bridgewater, Carver, Dighton, Easton, East Bridgewater, 
Freetown, Halifax, Hanson, Kingston, Lakeville, 
Middleboro, Norton, Pembroke, Plympton, Raynham, 
Rehoboth, Rochester, Taunton and West Bridgewater were 
all sprayed. 

In each of the three sprayings, specialized 
aircrafts dispelled the pesticide Anvil over the area's 
vegetation. The Massachusetts Department of Health 
has been keeping a close eye on potentially harmful 
mosquitoes all summer long. So far, there has only been 
one confirmed case of EEE found in a human being. The 
virus infected a man in Quincy and was not fatal. Two 
cases of EEE were found in Bristol County in 2011, one of 
which was fatal. 

The DPH urges residents to wear a strong 
repellent as well as long sleeves and pants when 
partaking in outdoor activities after dusk during 
mosquito peak hours. As of now, there are no more 
scheduled sprayings, but the DPH will add more as 
necessary.

CAT IN THE CRATE 

Getting my cat in the crate to take him to the vet is a 
traumatic event for both of us. Any suggestions? 

There isn't any way to reliably win this contest. A 
few hints: 

Use an airline kennel from a pet shop. A card- 
board box just won't work. Bring the kennel out 
from it's storage spot days before your vet visit 
so the cat gets used to it and isn't immediately 
sensing that a trip to the vet is upcoming. Put the 
cat in a bathroom or other small room without 
beds to hide under. If your first attempt at plac- 
ing the cat in the crate either head first or hind 
feet first is unsuccessful, wrap the cat in a towel 
and then put the towel and the cat in the crate.

This summer the fireworks were canceled due to 
a lack of funding. The fireworks were originally supposed 
to be coordinated by the Recreation Department; however, 
there was no one to spearhead the project. Dickerson 
nominated himself to head the committee, but insisted 
on having a group of dedicated and capable volunteers 
to help raise funds. Dickerson also suggested starting the 
fundraising for the fireworks as soon as possible to make 
sure the proper amount of money is secured. 

"It is my hope that the fireworks get the attention 
and management it deserves,'' said Dickerson. 

In other news, the Selectmen met with John 
Ludes, a member of the Sippican Historical Society and 
owner of the Marion General Store in order to discuss a 
possible solution to the funding of the line painting in 
the store's parking lot. According to Ludes, the parking 
lot is technically private; however, there are plenty of 
vehicles parked in the lot on a daily basis that are visiting 
the Marion Congregational Church and other public 
buildings in the area. 

Since the lot is private, Ludes and the other 
stores that own the lot are responsible for funding the 
maintenance of the lot themselves. They pay for repaving, 
snow plowing and gardening. Ludes said the lines should 
be repainted every five years and that they currently need 
to be repainted. Ludes asked for help from the Selectmen 
to pay for the repainting. 

"I feel from a safety standpoint, it would be 
very beneficial for someone from the town to draw some 
lines," said Ludes. "We are part of the town and we're just 
asking for a little help." 

The Selectmen agreed to allow Ludes to draft a 
proposal to explore the cost of the project. 

"I would be interested in entertaining the idea," 
said Chairman Stephen Cushing. 
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Town Administrator Paul Dawson proposed a 
new Energy Management Service company for the town 
that could help cut down electricity costs up to 35 percent 
for the town annually. Source One Energy Solutions is a 
company that researches electricity rates to help towns 
find the best value. According to Dawson, the three-year 
contract would cost $3,500 and the payment plan would 
be built into the town's utility bills. The Board voted 
unanimously to allow Dawson to begin negotiations with 
the company. 

Dawson also had an update on the Sprague Cove 
situation, where the Conservation Commission had hired 
an outside party to clean the area of evasive plant species 
without the proper permission. According to Dawson, he

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has met with the Conservation Commission to develop a 
scope of work that is necessary for the project.

decision whether or not to grant a permit for the tower. 

The Planning Board then unanimously passed a 
motion to retain outside legal counsel in order to address 
their questions. 

There were no public hearings on the agenda 
for the meeting, but the Planning Board met informally 
with Attorney Daniel Perry, on behalf of the Village of 
Mattapoisett, regarding $50,000 that is being retained by 
the town for maintenance. He said the Village is looking 
for some financial relief, as they need to begin some 
repairs on the infrastructure of the complex.

Solar Panel Project Gets Redesign 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Rochester Conservation Commission met on 
the evening of Tuesday, August 16 for their regularly 
scheduled meeting. The first hearing of the night was in 
regard to a Notice of Intent filed by Timothy Perry for 
property located at 99 Wolf Island. Perry seeks approval 
to construct an enclosed three-season room over an 
existing deck area. According to the proposal, several 
sonotubes will be required for support and erosion 
control measures will be implemented. 

"We will be digging the sonotubes by hand so 
there's no machinery and no disturbance,'' Perry said. 
"The erosion control would only go on the side of the first 
wetland. Fd assume we would wrap it around the deck." 

Laurell Farinon, Rochester's conservation agent, 
said that the plan was brought before the Commission 
due to past additions to the property that were 
constructed without permits. 

"This project can easily be done without any 
agitation of the wetland area," Farinon said. She added 
that she was not sure that erosion control would be 
necessary. 

The Commission voted to approve the plans as 
presented.

The array would serve to provide electricity for 
the municipal water systems of New Bedford and is 
designed to be able to provide enough electricity for the 
future projected growth of the energy needs of the water 
department. The city would not sell any of the electricity 
generated by the array 

"We've advanced the design significantly since last 
time the folks in the neighborhood saw it/' Moffett said. 
"We have gone out of our way to design the project in 
a way that stays entirely outside of resources areas and 
buffer zones. We felt that was a very important thing 
for us to do, to stay completely out of areas that were 
sensitive." 

He explained the property near Little Quitticas 
Pond is owned by New Bedford. The total scope of the 
site is now 28.5 acres due to the redesign. 

"One of the characteristics of this site is that there 
are quite a few red pine trees that are diseased and are in 
need of removal," he said, referring to it as the Dead Pine 
Site. 

The project would generate about four megawatts 
using ground-mounted panels. There would be some 
regarding to smooth out the terrain and provide better 
drainage contours. 

"All precipitation that falls on the site will stay on 
the site," he said. He added that the whole site will be 
planted with grass. 

"That's intentional for several reasons. One

is to hold the soil and another is to help retain the 
precipitation/' said Moffett. 

They have included a sandy firebreak around the 
entire perimeter to keep fires from spreading to or from 
the site. 

There are also two resources areas on the site, with 
a wetlands area in the northern section and a certified 
vernal pool in the southeast quadrant. 

"We've maintained more than 200-foot separation 
from that so there's no risk of interacting with that 
resource area/' Moffett said. 

"Obvious concerns of this Commission with a 
project of this scope is storm water run-off/' said Farinon. 
"We're also going to be looking very closely at the vernal 



pool." 

They scheduled a site visit for 6:00 pm on Tuesday, 
August 28. 

The Commission then voted to continue the hearing 
until their next meeting on Tuesday, September 4. 

Moffett, meanwhile, will make another presentation 
on the project to the Rochester Planning Board on 
Tuesday August 28 at 7:00 pm. 

In other business, the Commission discussed a 
request for Certificate of Compliance filed by Brenda 
Wolk for work done at 95 Mendell Road, including the 
re-grading of a foot area and the construction of a 10-foot 
by 20-foot horse barn and corral.

Applications for the Town of Mattapoisett's 
senior work-off program will be available at the Town 
Clerk's office in Town Hall Monday through Friday from 
8:00 am to 3:00 pm.

Threatened Turtles 
Hatch in Marion 

The beaches and salt 
marshes of the South Coast are 
home to countless species of 
plants and animals. Many of 
these creatures are endangered 
species and among them lives 
the Diamondback Terrapin 
Turtle, an unassuming animal 
that plays a big part in the eco- 
system. 

'Tt's a bell- weather spe- 
cies/' said Marion resident and turtle expert Don Lewis. 
"Turtles all over the world are signature species of their 
habitats." 

"When ecosystems are 
in balance, you have a diverse 
amount of plants and animals. 
When we see turtle popula- 
tions growing, it's an indicator 
of a healthy ecosystem," said 
Susan Wieber Nourse, Lewis' 
wife and official scientist of the 
pair. 

Lewis and Nourse 
have been working for 14 years 
to save the Terrapin Turtles. 
The species, which is listed as 
"threatened," nests in the cool 
beach sand around Marion. 
The hatchlings that survive 
will eventually make it to the 
local salt marshes, which serve 
as a nursery for many types of 
birds, reptiles and amphibians. 

Their numbers have 
been dwindling these days, 
largely due to human en- 
croachment upon their breed- 
ing grounds. 

"Their nesting habitats 
are the same places we build 
our beach houses, where we 
put up seawalls, where we put 
parking lots," Nourse said. 

Lewis said there used to be hundreds of thou- 
sands of these turtles around Buzzards Bay, but during 
the early 20th century, they were seen as a culinary deli- 
cacy, despite their sharp flavor. Chefs balanced the flavor 
out usually by adding wine or cooking alcohol. Then 
came Prohibition, and eating turtle meat fell out of favor 




with the flavor makers, but the numbers of the turtles 
never recovered. 

The hatchlings that emerged last weekend in 
Marion have a long way to go before they can take care 
of themselves. Right now, they are caring for six baby 
turtles and have a nesting area in their backyard. Ac- 
cording to Lewis, out of 250 eggs, one will survive. With 
each female laying about 25 eggs per season, the odds 
are decidedly against the young turtles. 

Thanks to the work of Lewis and Nourse, how- 
ever, they can increase the survival rate to one in eight. 

"This method proved successful in turning 
around the population decline on the Outer Cape in our 
longitudinal study there, and it's beginning to kick in 
here on the South Coast after a decade of work as our 
growing legion of citizen scientists and conservationists 

help turn the tide," Lewis said. 

Those citizen scientists 
are people from local com- 
munities who have an interest 
in helping the turtles. Their 
responsibilities vary from pho- 
tographing, to monitoring, to 
logging data. 

"It grows and trans- 
forms into a neighborhood 
project to save the turtles," said 
Lewis. "We have hundreds of 
volunteers. They are our eyes 
and ears." 

Helping to save local 
turtles is something anybody 
can do. Here are some easy 
ways to contribute: 

• If you see a turtle in 
the road, stop and help it safely 
cross the street in the direction 
it was traveling. 

• When mowing 
your lawn, do a quick "turtle 
sweep" before turning on the 
tractor. Then mow from the 
center of the lawn outward. 

• If you have seaside 
property with a beach, keep 
a lookout for nesting areas. If 
you have one on your property, 

a simple string fence can warn passersby not to walk in 
that area. 

• Mark nests clearly.

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Boys of Summer

By the time you read this, summer will be almost 
over. Oh, I don't mean the actual summer, which techni- 
cally lasts until September 21. 1 mean the movie summer, 
when it's generally not safe for adults to enter theaters. 
Or is it? This summer had its share of bones thrown to 
kiddies and teenagers, but there were also a few surprises 
and even surprise hits pitched at grown-ups. 

First, though, the bad news — though it's not 
bad for us, but for poor Universal. That studio sank $209 
million into a film based on a Hasbro strategy game and 
watched it wither to a total domestic gross of $65 million. 
The film, for the millions of you who stayed home, was 
Battleship, which marked the second big flop in a row for 
star Taylor Kitsch. In case you forgot, and Fm sure Kitsch 
would love it if you did. Kitsch also headlined March's 
colossal money-loser John Carter. Don't feel too bad for 
Universal, though — they also spent $50 million on the 
raunchy teddy-bear comedy Ted and got $213 million (and 
still counting) out of it. 

The big boys of the summer, as usual in recent 
years, were the superheroes. The Avengers vacuumed up 
$617 million, transforming director Joss Whedon from a 
respected cult filmmaker to an A-lister overnight. We'll 
never know how much the awful events in Aurora af- 
fected The Dark Knight Rises at the box office, but it's doing 
reasonably well — not as well as its bank-busting prede- 
cessor, but not too shabby considering it had a villain no- 
body had heard of before and whose speech was unintel- 
ligible half the time. The Spider-Man reboot has performed 
nicely overseas, but has just barely made back its cost in 
America. 

And did you notice how many horror movies 
you didn't see in theaters this summer? Prometheus came 
closest, though it wasn't the Alien prequel some hoped 
for; it was more of an eye-candy chin-scratcher, leading 
up to revelations we may or may not get in the sequels. 
There were also Chernobyl Diaries and Abraham Lincoln: 
Vampire Hunter, both of which came and went quickly. 
Summer used to be the playground for slashers, zombies, 
and assorted monsters. But the best horror movies tend to 
be R-rated, and with very few exceptions (think Ted again) 
it's becoming increasingly hard to make a mint with an R 




rating. 

I did say there was good news for adults, didn't 
I? Some of you are always asking me if there's anything 
good to see out there. All too often I don't have an answer. 
Well, this summer I had Moonrise Kingdom to point you 
to. It played for quite a while in North Dartmouth, and as 
of last weekend it was still playing in Falmouth. Another 
one playing in Falmouth is Beasts of the Southern Wild, 
which is not only getting wide acclaim but also enjoying 
surprisingly good business. The sleeper hit of the summer 
was undoubtedly The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel, which 
seemed to be aimed at folks who'd seen every episode of 
Downton Abbey and wanted more Maggie Smith, while 
Magic Mike has made $112 million against a budget of just 
$7 million. There's also the new Woody Allen To Rome with 
Love, which hasn't topped his big hit from last year {Mid- 
night in Paris) but is at least doing better than, say. You Will 
Meet a Tall Dark Stranger. 

The message of this summer, if there is one, seems 
to be that throwing big money at dumb escapism guar- 
antees nothing (hello. Total Recall remake), and big stars 
guarantee even less {Men in Black 3 will not make back 
its $225 million cost in America). More than anything, 
people seem to want to see something they haven't seen 
before — say, a superhero team, or a foul-mouthed teddy 
bear, or even a quietly enchanting film about two kids 
in love. Otherwise they'll just wait for Netflix. Or they'll 
wait to watch a library copy for free. Want to know what 
the hottest in-demand DVD in the local library system is 
right now? The Hunger Games, and that's the third highest- 
grossing film of the year so far. So, for all the people who 
flocked to theaters to see the adventures of Katniss, there 
are still tons of people who gave it a pass until they could 
catch it for free. That should scare Hollywood into making 
more original films that people want to leave the house to 
see. It probably won't.

(Eastern Equine Encephalitis Virus). The best way to 
protect is to prevent mosquito bites. 

Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
makes the following recommendations: 

1. If you must be outdoors at dawn and dusk 
when mosquitoes are most active, wear long-sleeved 
shirts and long pants. Use mosquito repellent that 
contains DEET and follow the directions on the label. 
DEET concentrations above lA-15Vo for children, or with 
DEET concentrations above 30-357o for adults. 

2. Take special care to cover up the arms and legs 
of children playing outdoors near swampy areas. When 
you bring a baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage or 
playpen with mosquito netting. 

3. Fix any holes in your screens and make sure 
they are tightly attached to all your doors and windows. 

4. Mosquitoes can breed in water that collects 
in ditches, clogged gutters, old tires, wheelbarrows and

ARTICLE 39: ZONING BYLAW AMENDMENT 

Voted for the Town to amend the Town 
of Mattapoisett Zoning Bylaws by the following: 

Section 8.2.1 shall read: "The Flood- 
plain District is herein established as an Overlay 
District. The District includes all special flood 
hazard areas within the Town of Mattapoisett 
designated as Zone A, AE, or VE on the Plymouth 
County Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM) issued 
by the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) for the administration of the National 
Flood Insurance Program. The map panels of the 
Plymouth County FIRM that are wholly or partially 
within the Town of Mattapoisett are panel numbers 
25023C0553J, 25023C0554J, 25023C0558J, 
25023C0561J, 25023C0562J, 25023C0563J, 
25023C0564J, 25023C0566J, 25023C0567J, 
25023C0568J, 25023C0569J, 25023C0627J, and 
25023C0650J with an Effective Date of July 17, 
2012. The exact boundaries of the District may 
be defined by the 100-year base flood elevations 
shown on the FIRM Maps and further defined by 
the Plymouth County Flood Insurance Study (FIS) 
Report with an Effective Date of July 17, 2012. 
The FIRM and FIS Report are incorporated herein 
by reference and are on file with the Town Clerk, 
Planning Board, Building Official, Conservation 
Commission and the Board of Selectmen's Office. 

Section 8.2.2. shall read: "The Flood- 
plain District is established as an overlay district to 
all other zoning districts. All development in these 
districts, including structural and non- structural 
activities, whether permitted by right or by special 
permit must be in compliance with Chapter 131, 
Section 40 of the Massachusetts General Laws and 
with the following: 

- Sections of the Massa-

address floodplain and coastal high hazard areas;

- Inland Wetlands Restriction, 
DEP (currently 310 CMR 13.00); 

- Coastal Wetlands Restric- 
tion, DEP (currently 310 CMR 12.00); 

- Minimum Requirements for 
the Subsurface Disposal of Sanitary Sewage, DEP 
(currently 310 CMR 15, Title 5); 

Any variances from the provisions and 
requirements of the above referenced state regula- 
tions may only be granted in accordance with the 
required variance procedures of these state regula- 
tions. 

In Section 8.2.8, remove reference to 
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Add Section 8.2.8.2: Man-made altera- 
tion of sand dunes within Zones VE which would 
increase potential flood damage are prohibited. 

Section 8.3 and 8.4: Mattapoisett only 
has zones VE, AE, and A, therefore references to 
other zones are deleted. 

Add a Section 8.5 "Use Regulations" 

Add Subsection 8.5.1: In Zones A 
and AE, along watercourses that have not had a 
regulatory floodway designated, the best available 
Federal, State, Local, or other floodway data shall 
be used to prohibit encroachments in floodways 
which would result in any increase in flood levels 
within the community during the occurrence of the 
base flood discharge. 

Add Subsection 8.5.2: Base flood eleva- 
tion data is required for subdivision proposals or 
other developments greater than 50 lots or 5 acres, 
whichever is the lesser, within unnumbered A 
zones.
